“More and more during the past 
year has the voice of Sumner 
Welles, Undersecretary of State and 
often Acting Secretary of State, 
been raised to enunciate American 
| diplomatic policy. 
| Twice in three months, the suave 
Groton-Harvard educated diplomat 
| condemned Nazi Germany. On 


United States had not yielded any 
of its rights in China, as guaran- 
teed in treaties. Welles has called 
the policies of authoritarian states 
a menace to peace. 


An expert on Latin American af- 
fairs and a veteran observer of po- 
litical events in the New World, 
Welles has worked tirelessly to 
strengthen the ties between the two 
Americas. While still in college he 
envisioned a Pan America, united in 
bonds of friendship, mutual respect 
and unobstructed trade relation- 
ships. Welles, then deep in his study 
of economics, Iberian literature andj 
culture and diplomatic trends, re- 
solved that he would shape his ca- 
reer to bringing about this fuller 
friendship. 

He decided to enter the foreign 
service when 18. His early prepara- 
tion for this career was to travel 
extensively in South America and 
Spain. Entering the foreign service 
in 1915, Welles must have received 
his first disappointment, for he was 
assigned to Tokyo despite his ex- 
pressed preference for a Latin Am- 
erican post. 

But within two years he was mov- 
ed_to Buenos Aires and he remain- 
ed there through the trying days of 
the World War. His success may be 
measured by the esteem with which 
he was regarded by his superiors. 
In 1920 Welles was named chief of 
Latin American affairs in the State 
Department. He was only 28 at that 
time. 

Retiring temporarily in 1922, Mr 

| Welles returned to service to be- 
| come minister to the Dominican 
| Republic. He left the foreign service 
‘again in 1925 to write a book, “The 
Dominican Republic.” 

Welles returned to his career work 
with the election of President 
Roosevelt and was appointed As- 
sistant Secretary of State. Then he 
was sent to Cuba as ambassador, 
where he served throughout the re- 
volution in which the Machado re- 
gime crashed. Those days Welles | 
later called “the most exciting per-
